TRAFFIC LAWS ARE FOR 
BOATS TOO 


Just as we obey Ontario's Highway Traffic Act, 
so we should respect the Boating Restrictions 
Regulations. The regulations control boat traffic in 
the interests of public safety. In some areas, there 
are speed limits. Other areas ban all boat traffic or 
power boats alone, or limit horsepower, and pro- 
vide other controls 


The Ministry of Natural Resources administers 
these regulations while the Ontario Provincial 
Police and other local police forces enforce them

SAFER BOATING SAVES 
LIVES 


There's something about riding the waves that 
blows away cares. But if that carefree feeling turns 
into a careless feeling — the results can be 
dangerous. 


On the average, 100 people die in recreational 
boating accidents in Ontario each year. 
Statistics show that: 


© 73 percent of the fatalities occur in small 
motorboats and canoes; 


© 65 per cent of the accidental deaths were 
caused from capsizing or falling overboard; 


© 42 per cent of the victims were consuming 
alcohol or drugs, and, 


© 82 per cent were not wearing life jackets.
